PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session. 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 


(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 

300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the petu- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompamed 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the causes of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the genera] Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
10%4 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.

By-law 3284 





A By-law of the City of Prince George 
to Acquire Lots 12 and 13, Block 
206, District Lot 343, Cariboo Dis- 
trict, Plan 1268, by Expropriation for 
the Use of the City of Prince George 
for Highway Purposes 


WHEREAS pursuant to section 513 of 
the Municipal Act, R.S.B.C., 1960, chap. 








255 and amendments thereto, Council 
may by by-law enter upon, expropriate, 
break up, take, or enter into possession 
of and use any real property in any way 
necessary or convenient to establish any 
portion of a highway: 

And whereas upon the advice of its 
City Engineer, Council of the City of 
Prince George deems it expedient and 
necessary to acquire the said lands and 
to use the same as highway: 

And whereas attempts by Council to 
acquire the said land by purchase have 
been unsuccessful: 

Now therefore, the Council of the 
City of Prince George in open meeting 
assembled, enacts as follows: 

1. Subject to Division (4) of Part XII 
of the Municipal Act aforesaid, Council 
of the City of Prince George by this by- 
law expropriates for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a portion of a highway, the 
following described lands and premises, 
all and singular that certain parcel or tract 
of land and premises situate, lying, and 
being in the City of Prince George in 
the Province of British Columbia and 
being more particularly known and de- 
scribed as Lots 12 and 13, Block 206, 
District Lot 343, Cariboo District, Plan 
1268. 

2. The Council hereby authorizes its 
servants, agents, and contractors to enter 
upon, break up, take, enter into posses- 
sion of and use the said lands for the 
purpose of establishing a portion of a 
highway.

A By-law of the Ctiy of Prince George 
to Acquire a Right-of-way and Work- 
ing Right-of-way by Expropriation 
for the Use of the City of Prince 
George and the Construction and 
Operation of Sanitary Sewerage 
Works 


_WHEREAS the City of Prince George 
did define a portion of lands now within 
the City of Prince George as a specified 
area for the provision of trunk water 
mains and water supply facilities: 

And whereas for the establishment of a 
system of water works for the distribution 
of water it is necessary to acquire a right- 
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of-way upon, over, under, and across a 
parcel of real property hereinafter de- 
scribed: 

And whereas the Municipal Council 
deem it expedient to acquire the right-of- 
way as aforesaid by by-law pursuant to 
section 531 (4) of the Municipal Act, 
R.S.B.C. 1960, chapter 255, and amend- 
ments thereto: 

Now therefore, the Council of the City 
of Prince George, in open meeting as- 
sembled, enacts as follows: 

1. Pursuant to section 531 (4) and 
subject to Division (4) of Part XII of the 
Municipal Act, R.S.B.C. 1960, chapter 
255, and amendments, the Municipal 
Council of the City of Prince George is 
hereby authorized, by its servants, to enter 
upon, and the Council does hereby ex- 
propriate, break-up, take, and enter into 
possession of and use for the purpose 
of a right-of-way in the form hereunto 
annexed as Schedule A and made part of 
this by-law, for the establishment of a 
system of water works for the distribu- 
tion of water in the City of Prince 
George the following described lands and 
premises: ’ 

All that part of Lot 89, District Lot 
1599, Cariboo District, Plan 14373, 
described as the perpetual right-of- 
way and the working right-of-way 
in the form of agreement hereunto 
annexed as Schedule A. ‘ 

2. This by-law shall not come into 
effect until it has been published in The 
B itish Columbia Gazette and once in a 
newspaper published or circulated in the 
City of Prince George and a certified 
copy thereof has been filed in the Land 
Registry Office in the City of Prince 
George. 

3. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as “Water Right-of-way Expro- 
priation By-law No. 3286, 1978”. 

Read a first time this the 17th day of 
July 1978. 

Read a second time this the 17th day 
of July 1978. 

Read a third time this the 17th day of 
July 1978. > 

All three readings passed by a unani- 
mous decision of all members of City 
Council present and eligible to vote.

SCHEDULE A 
THIS AGREEMENT made the day of

BETWEEN: THERESA HERMAN, business- 
woman, of 15440 Cliff Avenue, in the 
Municipality of White Rock, Province of 
British Columbia V4B1V5 (hereinafter 
called the “Owner’’) 
OF THE FIRST PART 
AND THE CITY OF PRINCE GEORGE, a 
municipal corporation, having its municipal 
offices at 1100 Patricia Boulevard, in the 
City of Prince George, in the Province of 
British Columbia (hereinafter called the 
“Ay ) 
' OF THE SECOND PART 

WHEREAS the Owner is the registered owner 
or is entitled to become the registered owner of 
an estate in fee-simple of all and singular those 
certain parcels and tracts of land and premises 
situate, lying, and being in the City of Prince 
George in the Province of British Columbia, and 
being more particularly known and described 
as Lot 89, District Lot 1599, Plan 14373, Cariboo 
District (hereinafter called the “Lands’’): 

And whereas the City intends to construct a 
water distribution system for supplying water 
upon the Lands and upon other lands and 
premises within the general vicinity of the Lands, 


And whereas the portion or portions of the 
Lands affected by the proposed system is shown 
outlined in red on the sketch pian attached 
hereto and forming Schedule A to this Agree- 
ment. 

NOW THEREFORE, THIS AGREEMENT 
WITNESSETH that, in consideration of the sum 
of one dollar ($1) of lawful money of Canada, 
now paid by the City to the Owner (the receipt 
and sufficiency of which is hereby acknowledged 
by the Owner), and in consideration of the 
covenants and conditions hereinafter contained 
to be observed and performed by the City and 
Other valuable consideration: 

1.0 THE OWNER DOTH HEREBY: 

1.1 Grant full authority and permission for 
the period of ONE YEAR from the date hereof 
to the City, its servants, agents, workmen, con- 
tractors, and other licensees of the City together 
with machinery, vehicles, equipment, and mate- 
rials, to enter upon the Lands and to do all 
such acts as may be deemed necessary by the 
City to facilitate the establishment and construc- 
tion of the system as aforesaid. 


1.2 Covenant and agree that should the City 
establish or construct, or commence to establish 
or construct, a system as aforesaid upon the 
Lands within the period set out in paragraph 1.1 
hereof the Owner shall grant an easement to the 
City in the form as set out in Schedule B hereto, 
PROVIDED that paragraph 1.3 of Schedule B 
shall be omitted therefrom unless Schedule A 
hereto includes a reference to a ‘““Working Right- 
of-way”’ on the Land, and in such case, the 
Working Right-of-way shall be defined in ac- 
cordance with Schedule A hereto, and shall be 
granted FOR A PERIOD OF TWELVE 
MONTHS ONLY from the date of the granting 
of the easement, AND FURTHER PROVIDED 
that the plan referred to in paragraph 1.1 of the 
said Schedule B shall first be prepared and regis- 
tered in the Prince George Land Registry Office 
at the expense of the City, AND FURTHER 
PROVIDED that the said plan be based upon, 
and reasonably approximate the sketch plan in 
Schedule A hereto. 

1.3. Notwithstanding paragraph 1.2 hereof, if 
the City does not register, nor cause to be regis- 
tered, in the Prince George Land Registry Office 
a plan as aforesaid within 24 months of the date 
hereof all obligations and rights created here- 
under shall cease forthwith. 

1.4 Covenants and agrees not to do, nor 
knowingly permit to be done, any act or thing 
which may interfere with the rights granted to 
the City hereby. 

2.0 THE CITY DOTH HEREBY COVE- 
NANT AND AGREE: 

2.1 That if a system as aforesaid is estab- 
lished or constructed upon the Lands and if an 
easement is granted to the City by the Owner 
in accordance with the provisions hereof, the 
covenants set out in paragraphs 3.0 and 3.5 
inclusive of Schedule B hereto shall be deemed 
to have formed a part of this Agreement from 
the date hereof. 

2.2 That if the City does not establish or 
construct, or commence to establish or con- 
struct, a system as aforesaid within the time 
limited herein, it shall make all reasonable efforts 
to make good any and all damage or disturbance 
to the Lands caused by the exercise of its rights 
hereunder, and without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, it shall: 

(a) Make good at its own expense all dam- 
age or disturbance which may have been 
caused to the surface soil of the Lands in 
the exercise of its rights hereunder; 
Replace or repair any building, structure, 
mobile home, concrete or asphalt drive- 
way, or patio, pipe, wire, or other con- 
duit that may have been damaged by 
the City in the exercise of its rights here- 
under; 

(c) Not bury any debris or rubbish of any 

kind in excavations or backfill. 
PROVIDED HOWEVER, that nothing herein 
contained shall require the City to restore any 
trees or other surface growth but the City shall 
leave the Lands in a condition which will not 
inhibit natural regeneration of such growth. 

4.0 THE PARTIES HERETO EACH HERE- 
BY COVENANT TO AND AGREE WITH 
THE OTHER, as follows: 

3.1 Notwithstanding any rule or equity to the 
contrary, the system as aforesaid, and all pipes, 
valves, conduits, casings, fittings, lines, meters, 
appliances, attachments of devices used in con. 
nection therewith (hereinafter called the Works)

brought on to, set, laid, erected in, upon, or 
under the Lands by the City shall at all times 
remain the property of the City notwithstanding 
that the same may be annexed or affixed to the 
freehold and shall at any time and from time 
to time be removable in whole or in part by 
the City. 

3.2 That no part of the title in fee-simple 
to the soil shall pass to or be vested in the City 
under or by virtue of these presents and the 
Owner may fully use and enjoy all of the Lands 
subject only to the rights and restrictions herein 
contained. 


3.3 That the covenants herein contained shall 
be covenants running with the Land and that 
none of the covenants herein contained shall be 
personal or binding upon the parties hereto, save 
and except during the Owners seisin or ownership 
of any interest in the Lands, and wich respect 
only to that portion of the Lands of which the 
Owner shall be seised or in which he shall have 
an interest, but that the Lands nevertheless, be 
and remain at all times charged therewith. 


3.4 If at the date hereof the Owner is not the 
sole registered owner of the Lands, this Agree- 
ment shall nevertheless bind the Owner to the 
full extent of his interest in fee-simple, this 
Agreement shall likewise extend to such after- 
acquired interests. 


3.5 Where the expression “Owner” includes 
more than one person, all covenants herein on 
the part of the Owner shall be construed as 
being several as well as joint. 


3.6 This Agreement shall enure to the benefit 
of and be binding upon the parties hereto and 
their respective heirs, administrators, executors, 
successors, and assigns, as the case may be, 
and wherever the singular or masculine is used, 
it shall be construed as if the plural or feminine 
or neuter, as the case may be, had been used, 
where the parties or the context hereto so re- 
quire, and the rest of the sentence shall be 
construed as if the grammatical and termino- 
logical changes thereby rendered necessary had 
been made.

1.1 Grant, convey, confirm, and transfer, in 
perpetuity, unto the Grantee the full, free and 
uninterrupted right, license, liberty, privilege, 
permission, and right-of-way to lay down, install, 
construct, entrench, operate, maintain, inspect, 
alter, remove, replace, bury, use, and otherwise

1.3. Grant, convey, confirm, and transfer unto 
the Grantee for itself and its servants, agents, 
workmen, contractors, and all other licensees 
of the Grantee together with machinery, vehicles, 
equipment, and materials FOR A PERIOD OF 
TWELVE MONTHS ONLY from the date this 
Agreement is signed by the Grantor, the full, 
free, and uninterrupted right, license, liberty, 
privilege, permission, and right-of-way to enter 
upon, pass and repass, clear, labour, and use 
for the purpose of ingress and egress to and 
from the Perpetual Right-of-way and for the 
purpose of storing machinery, vehicles, equip- 
meni, material, or supplies used or to be used 
in connection with the construction of the works 
herein described, and for the purpose of placing 
or storing the surface or subsurface material to 
be excavated from the Perpetual Right-of-way 
and over, but not under that part or parts of the 
Lands of the Grantor more particularly known 
and described as: all that portion of the lands 
of the Grantor that lies to the north of the 
northerly boundary of Plan 24139 and to the 
south of a line drawn parallel with and per- 
pendicularly distant 15 feet northerly from the 
said northerly boundary of Plan 24139 (herein- 
after called the Working Right-of-way) PRO- 
VIDED ALWAYS, and it is hereby agreed that 
nothing herein contained shall permit the 
Grantee to dig, trench, or otherwise disturb the 
subsurface of the Working Right-of-way and 
the Grantee shall only clear such trees and 
growth and interfere and disturb the surface of 
the Working Right-of-way in a manner that is 
reasonably necessary in the conduct of its opera- 
tions thereon; 

1.4 Grant, convey, confirm, and_ transfer 
unto the Grantee for itself, and its servants, 
agents, workmen, contractors, and all other 
licensees of the Grantee together with machinery, 
vehicles, equipment, and materials, the right at 
all reasonable times to enter upon and to pass 
and repass over such of the Lands of the Grantor 
as may be reasonably required for the purpose 
of ingress to and egress from the Perpetual 
Right-of-way and/or Working Right-of-way.

2.0 THE GRANTOR HEREBY 
NANTS TO AND AGREES WITH 
GRANTEE, as follows: 

2.1 That the Grantor will not, nor permit any 
other person to erect, place, install, or maintain 
any building, structure, mobile home, concrete 
driveway, or patio, pipe, wire or other conduit 
on, over or under any portion of the Perpetual 
Right-of-way so that it in any way interferes 
with or damages or prevents access to, and or 
is likely to cause harm to systems authorized 
hereby to be installed in or upon the Perpetual 
Right-of-way. 

2.2 That the Grantor will not do nor know- 
ingly permit to be done any act or thing which 
will interfere with or injure the said systems 
and in particular will not carry out any blasting 
on or adjacent to the Perpetual Right-of-way 
without the consent in writing of the Grantee, 
provided that such consent shall not be un- 
reasonably withheld. 

2.3. That the Grantor will not substantially 
diminish the soil cover over any of the systems 
installed in the Perpetual Right-of-way and, in 
Particular, without in any way limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, will not construct 
open drains or ditches along or across any of 
the systems installed in the Perpetual Right-of- 
way. 

2.4 That the Grantor will from time to time 
and at all times upon every reasonable request 
and at the cost of the Grantee do and execute 
or cause to be made, done, or executed all such 
further and other lawful acts, deeds, things, 
devices, conveyances, and assurances in law 
whatsoever for the better assuring unto the 
Grantee of the rights hereby granted. 


3.0 THE GRANTEE HEREBY COVE- 
NANTS TO AND AGREES WITH THE 
GRANTOR, as follows 


3.1 That the Grantee will not bury any 
debris or rubbish of any kind in excavations or 
backfill, and will remove shoring and like tem- 
porary structures as backfilling proceeds. 

3.2 That the Grantee will thoroughly clean 
all lands to which it has had access hereunder 
of all rubbish and construction debris created or 
placed thereon by the Grantee and will leave 
such lands in a neat and clean condition. 


3.3. That the Grantee will, as soon as weather 
and soil conditions permit, and so often as it 
may exercise its right of entry hereunder to any 
of the Lands of the Grantor, replace the sur- 
face soil as nearly as may be reasonably possible 
to the same condition as it was prior to such 
entry, in order to restore the natural drainage 
to such lands; PROVIDED HOWEVER, that 
nothing herein contained shall require the 
Grantee to restore any trees or other surface 
growth but the Grantee shall leave such lands 
in a condition which will not inhibit natural 
regeneration of such growth. 


3.4 That the Grantee will, as far as reason- 
ably possible, carry out all work in a proper 
and workmanlike manner so as to do as little 
injury to the Lands of the Grantor as possible. 


3.5 That the Grantee will make good at its 
own expense all damage or disturbance which 
may be caused to the surface soil of the Lands 
of the Grantor in the exercise of its rights here- 
under. 


4.0 THE PARTIES HERETO EACH HERE- 
BY COVENANT TO AND AGREE WITH 
THE OTHER, as follows: 


4.1 The said systems referred to in para- 
graph 1.1 above, together with all pipes, valves, 
conduits, casings, fittings, lines, meters, ap- 
pliances, attachments, or devices used in con- 
nection therewith shall constitute the “‘Works” 
(and are hereinbefore and hereinafter so de- 
scribed). 

4.2 Notwithstanding any rule or equity to the 
contrary, the Works brought on to, set, laid, 
erected in, upon or under the Perpetual Right-of- 
way by the Grantee shall at all times remain the 
property of the Graniee notwithstanding that the 
same may be annexed or affixed to the freehold 
and shall at any time and from time to time 
be removable in whole or in part by the Grantee. 

4.3 In the event that the Grantee abandons 
the Works or any part thereof the Grantee may, 
if it so elects, leave the whole or any part 
thereof in place. 

4.4 That no part of the title in fee-simple 
to the soil shall pass to or be vested in the 
Grantee under or by virtue of these presents and 


the Grantor may fully use and enjoy all of the 
Lands of the Grantor subject only to the rights 
and restrictions herein contained. 

4.5 That the covenants herein contained shall 
be covenants running with the land and that 
none of the covenants herein contained shall be 
personal or binding upon the parties hereto, 
save and except during the Grantor’s seisin or 
ownership of any interest in the Lands of the 
Grantor, and with respect only to that portion 
of the Lands if the Grantor of which the Grantor 
shall be seised or in which he shall have an 
interest, but that the Lands of the Grantor, 
nevertheless, be and remain at all times charged 
therewith. 

4.6 If at the date hereof the Grantor is not 
the sole registered owner of the Lands of the 
Grantor, this Agreement shall nevertheless bind 
the Grantor to the full extent of his interest in 
fee-simple, this Agreement shall likewise extend 
to such after-acquired interests. 

4.7 Where the expression “‘Grantor”’ includes 
more than one person, all covenants herein on 
the part of the Grantor shall be construed as 
being several as well as joint. 

4.8 This Agreement shall enure to the benefit 
of and be binding upon the parties hereto and 
their respective heirs, administrators, executors, 
successors, and assigns, as the case may be, 
and wherever the singular or masculine is used, 
it shall be construed as if the plural or the 
feminine or neuter, as the case may be, had 
been used, where the parties or the context 
hereto so require and the rest of the sentence 
shall be construed as if the grammatical and 
terminological changes thereby rendered neces- 
sary had been made.
